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THE  MEETING  OF  MEMBERS. 

A  Meeting  of  Members  of  the  Society,  convened  by  printed  circular,  was  held  at  the 
White  Hart  Tavern,  Bishopsgate -street,  on  Monday,  May  18,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the 
evening.  George  William  Alexander,  Esq.,  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  stated  the 
particular  object  for  which  this  meeting  had  been  called.  The  Report  of  the  Committee 
for  the  past  year  was  read  by  Mr.  Jefferson,  the  Secretary ;  with  the  statement  of  the 
Cash  account;  and  the  following  Resolutions  were  adopted : — 

1.  On  the  motion  of  Joseph  Sturge,  Esq.,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Black, — 
"  That  (with  a  short  addition  regarding  America,  and  a  slight  modification  of  the 

paragraph  concerning  the  Newspaper  Press)  the  Report  which  has  now  been  read  be 
adopted,  printed,  and  circulated  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  ;  and  that  it  be 
read  by  the  Secretary  to  the  meeting  which  shall  be  assembled  in  Finsbury  Chapel 
to-morrow  evening."

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THE  PUBLIC  MEETING. 

This  was  held,  as  before,  in  Finsbury  Chapel. 

Upwards  of  2000  persons  were  present.  Charles  Hindley,  Esq.,  M.P.,  took  the 
chair,  and  opened  the  Meeting  with  a  short  speech.  The  Report  was  read  by  the 
Secretary,  and  the  following  Resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

1.  "That  this  Meeting  rejoices  in  the  enlarged  operations  and  growing  success  of  the 
Peace  Society ;  and  records  its  conviction  that  all  war  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  and 
precepts  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  ought  therefore  to  be  opposed  by  all  who  profess 
the  faith  of  the  Lord  Jesus."

After  the  passing  of  this  Resolution,  Mr.  Hindley  was  obliged  to  leave,  and  the 
chair  was  taken  by  Joseph  Sturge,  Esq. 

3.  "  That  this  Meeting  views  with  deep  concern  the  question  still  pending  between 
the  Government  of  this  country  and  that  of  the  United  States,  regarding  the  territory  of 
Oregon  ;  that  it  most  earnestly  deprecates,  on  all  grounds,  and  in  any  event,  a  resort  to 
arms  for  the  settlement  of  this  question  ;  and  pledges  itself  to  sustain  by  every  means  in 
its  power  the  efforts  which  are  making,  both  amongst  the  British  and  American  people, 
to  obtain  its  adjustment  by  continued  negotiation,  or,  failing  this,  by  the  reference  of  the 
whole  matter  to  some  impartial  tribunal,  for  Arbitration  ; — and  that  the  following  Peti- 
tion to  the  House  of  Commons,  for  a  general  Arbitration  treaty,  be  adopted  by  this 
Meeting,  and  signed  by  the  Chairman  on  its  behalf."

"  To  the  Honourable  the  Commons  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  in  Parlia- 
ment assembled  : 

"  The  Petition  of  the  Members  and  Friends  of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Per- 
manent and  Universal  Peace,  adopted  in  Public  Meeting,  at  the  Thirtieth  Anniversary 
of  the  Society,  May  19,  1846,  slieweth, 

"  That  your  Petitioners  continue  to  regard  the  system  and  practice  of  War,  as  under 
all  circumstances  contrary  to  the  genius  and  requirements  of  the  Christian  religion; 
fraught  with  innumerable  evils,  both  physical  and  moral,  to  all  who  engage  in  it,  or  are 
unhappily  brought  within  the  range  of  its  influence ;  and  altogether  unnecessary  as  a 
means  of  settling  international  disputes  : — 

"Your  Petitioners  do  therefore  pray  that  immediate  steps  may  be  taken  by  the 
British  Legislature,  to  secure  the  adoption  of  a  Treaty  between  the  British  Government 
and  the  other  Governments  of  the  world  respectively,  in  which  the  parties  shall  agree  to 
abandon  the  barbarous  and  unchristian  practice  of  War,  and  to  refer  all  matters  of  dis- 
pute and  difficulty  that  may  arise,  which  cannot  be  settled  by  mutual  negotiation,  to  the 
Arbitration  of  such  persons  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  mutually  agreed  upon  ;  with 
an  impartial  umpire,  in  case  of  difference  of  opinion  among  the  Arbitrators  j  and  to  abide 
by  the  decision  thus  given,  without  having  any  resort  to  arms. 

"And  your  Petitioners,"  &c. 

3.  "That  this  Meeting  regards  the  recent  renewal  of  War  in  the  East  as  having 
furnished  another  and  painful  illustration  of  the  tendency  of  military  conquest,  under  all 
circumstances,  to  provoke  hostilities,  and  to  involve  in  increasing  difficulties  and  dangers 
the  conquerors,  as  well  as  the  conquered ; — that  this  Meeting  deeply  deplores  the  awful 
sacrifice  of  human  life  which  has  again  occurred  in  connection  with  our  territorial  pos- 
sessions in  India  ; — and  earnestly  calls  upon  the  people  of  this  country  to  put  forth  still 
more  vigorous  efforts  to  spread  those  Christian  principles  of  universal  righteousness  and 
love,  which  are  destined  by  the  Divine  appointment  and  blessing,  to  subvert  the  whole 
system  and  practice  of  war,  and  to  bless  the  world  with  permanent  and  universal  peace," 
Moved  by  J.  S.  Buckingham,  Esq. 
Seconded  by  Robert  R.  R.  Moore,  Esq. 
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4.  *'  That  this  Meeting  expresses  its  approbation  of  the  efforts  put  forth  by  the  Peace 
Society,  to  arouse  public  attention  and  zeal  against  the  re-organization  of  the  Militja 
Force  ,  and  assures  the  Committee  that  they  will  be  prepared  to  sustain  them  in  such 
further  efforts  as  the  future  position  of  this  question  may  seem  to  require."

E  E  P  0  E  T. 

The  Committee  present  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Society  with  more  than 
ordinary  satisfaction.  By  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  the  pacific  principles  of  the 
gospel  have,  during  the  past  year,  made  considerable  progress;  the  conviction  that  they 
demand  a  calm  and  enlightened  investigation  has  gained  a  deeper  hold  on  the  public 
mind;  and  the  facilities  for  their  wider  dissemination  have  been  greatly  augmented, 
especially  amongst  those  classes  of  the  people  which  have  always  supplied  the  largest 
number  of  soldiers.  That  peculiar  doctrine  of  the  Christian  religion  which  this  Society 
seeks  to  make  known  and  apply  has  arrayed  against  it  some  of  the  strongest  prejudices 
of  which  the  human  mind  is  susceptible  ; — prejudices  most  subtle  in  their  working,  old 
as  national  institutions,  and  all  but  universal  amongst  mankind  ;  prejudices,  which  a 
thousand  benevolent  influences  may  gradually  enfeeble,  but  which  the  authority  of 
Divine  truth  alone  can  destroy.  The  adaptation  of  this  truth  to  this  end  is  too  obvious 
to  be  denied  ;  whilst  its  own  gracious  promises  warrant  the  confident  expectation  that  it 
must  and  will  prevail.  It  can  only  prevail,  however,  as  it  is  faithfully  declared  and 
practically  applied.  Christians  must  stand  prepared  to  show  that  war  is  altogether,  and 
in  every  form,  condemned  by  the  religion  of  their  Saviour,  and  to  take  upon  this  ground, 
vigorous  and  persevering  action  against  it,  or  the  triumphs  of  Christianity  in  the  peace 
of  the  world  will  still  be  delayed.  The  responsibility  is  great,  and  the  difficulties  are 
numerous  ;  but  the  encouragement  is  abundant,  and  ultimate  success  is  certain.  The 
prejudices  which  have  so  long  darkened  the  minds  of  men  are  gradually  yielding, 
and  the  auspicious  dawn  of  a  brighter  day  appears.  The  Committee  call  therefore  upon 
their  friends,  as  they  review  the  past,  and  realize  the  present  position  of  this  holy  cause, 
to  **  thank  God  and  take  courage." 

At  the  commencement  of  their  Report,  the  Committee  have  to  record  the  decease  of 
their  late  venerable  friend,  the  Rev.  James  Hargreaves,  who  for  twenty  years  had  filled 
the  office  of  Secretary  in  connection  with  this  Society.  This  event  took  place  at  his 
residence  at  Waltham  Abbey,  on  the  16th  of  September  last,  in  his  seventy-seventh  year. 
The  Committee  were  specially  convened  on  this  occasion,  and  unanimously  adopted  the 
following  minute,  as  expressive  of  their  sentiments  and  feelings  : 

*'  That  the  Committee  of  the  London  Peace  Society  receive  the  information  of  the 
decease  of  their  venerable  friend  and  valuable  Secretary,  the  Rev.  James  Hargreaves, 
with  feelings  of  submission  to  the  Divine  will; — they  are  thankful  that  it  has  pleased 
the  Supreme  Disposer  of  all  events  to  spare  him  to  a  good  old  age,  and  to  enable  him 
to  maintain  a  consistent  character  through  a  long  life,  and  to  consecrate  the  energies  of 
his  mind  and  heart  to  the  cause  of  sacred  truth  and  the  glory  of  our  Divine  Redeemer; 
- — they  would  especially  express  their  thankfulness  that  he  was  permitted  to  witness  the 
advancing  progress  of  those  pacific  principles  of  Christianity  to  which  he  was  so  ardently 
attached,  and  for  the  diffusion  of  which  he  had  so  long  and  disinterestedly  laboured. 
They  cherish  the  recollection  of  their  past  intercourse  with  him,  with  great  satisfaction  ; 
and  feel  that  to  his  enlightened  judgment,  liis  great  prudence,  his  catholic  spirit,  and  his 
firm,  yet  conciliatory  manner,  they  have  often  been  greatly  indebted  ; — and  they  would, 
in  conclusion,  affectionately  commend  his  bereaved  and  aged  widow,  and  his  devoted 
and  attentive  niece,  to  the  kind  sympathy  and  care  of  that  '  God  who  comforteth  them 
that  are  cast  down,'  praying  that  they  may  be  graciously  sustained  by  his  Divine  power, 
preserved  in  peace  to  the  close  of  their  life  on  earth  ;  and,  finally,  be  re-united  to  him 
whom  they  have  so  long  loved  and  watched,  in  the  regions  of  everlasting  joy  and  peace 
above." 
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In  reporting  the  proceedings  of  the  past  year,  the  Committee  begin  with  the  depart- 
ment of  Tracts.  No  addition  has  been  made  to  the  standard  or  octavo  tracts  of  the 
Society  ;  the  circulation  of  these  has  been  about  the  same  as  in  former  years;  but  of  the 
smaller  publications  large  numbers  have  been  issued  ;  and  attempts  have  been  made  to 
meet  the  claims  of  passing  events,  by  short  tracts,  of  epiiemeral  rather  than  of  perma- 
nent character,  adapted  to  the  occasion.  This  has  been  especially  done  on  the  subject 
of  the  Militia,  and  on  tlie  recent  war  in  India.  Altogether,  more  than  560,000  tracts 
have  been  printed  during  the  year  including  15,000  in  the  Trench  language. — A  few 
months  ago  a  "  Letter'"  was  prepared  ''  to  the  Ministers  of  the  Christian  religion,  of 
every  denomination,  and  in  every  place,* ^  which  it  was  proposed  to  send  by  post  to  all 
ministers,  so  far  as  their  names  and  residences  could  be  ascertained.  Somewhat  more 
than  22,000  copies  have  been  thus  forwarded,  and  about  15,000  more  would  have  been 
sent,  but  for  the  want  of  funds,  and  the  urgent  pressure  of  other  business.  This  letter 
has  been  reprinted  in  America  and  France,  and  has  also  been  inserted  in  some  of  the 
West  India  papers,  both  in  the  English  and  French  languages. — A  "  Letter*'  was  also 
prepared,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee,  by  a  long-tried  friend  of  peace,  and  once 
the  editor  of  an  important  newspaper,  addressed  "  to  the  Conductors  of  the  Public 
Press,*'  ^irging  them  to  employ  their  columns  in  the  advocacy  of  Peace  as  against  War; 
and  especially  with  reference  to  the  adjustment  of  the  Oregon  question.  Nearly  1000 
copies  of  this  were  sent  through  the  post  to  the  Editors  of  Newspapers,  Magazines, 
Reviews,  &c. 

Grants  of  the  Society's  publications,  to  ministers,  missionaries,  public  libraries,  &c., 
have  been  made  during  the  year,  to  the  amount  of  £46  5s.  2d.  ;  besides  the  gratuitous 
distribution  of  tracts  at  public  meetings,  &c.,  to  the  further  amount  of  £48  15^.  8c?., 
and  the  quotas  required  by  individuals  and  Auxiliary  Societies,  in  consideration  of  their 
subscriptions. 

Under  the  head  of  Agency,  the  Committee  have  an  equally  satisfactory  report  to  pre- 
sent. At  the  time  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  Mr.  Rigaud  was  in  Paris,  with  the 
prospect  of  a  somewhat  extended  tour  in  Switzerland  and  the  South  of  France ;  which  he 
afterwards  accomplished.  Including  a  short  visit  to  Jersey  and  Guernsey,  on  his  return, 
he  v/as  absent  five  months.  On  the  whole,  the  Committee  were  more  encouraged  by  this 
journey  than  by  any  previous  effort  on  the  Continent.  Speaking  of  it,  Mr.  Rigaud  says, 
"  I  have  been  favoured  on  this  journey  with  more  public  opportunities  than  I  ever  before 
enjoyed,  of  addressing  the  people  in  the  French  language,  having  given  ten  lectures  or 
addresses  to  adults,  and  four  to  children,  in  Sunday  or  other  schools,  on  the  Continent ; 
besides  three  lectures  and  three  addresses  to  Sunday-schools  in  Jersey  and  Guernsey. 
The  number  of  persons  addressed  on  these  several  occasions,  amounts  to  nearly  4,000; 
and  the  number  of  tracts  distributed  to  about  6,326,  of  which  4,000  were  in  French." 
In  October  and  November  last,  Mr.  Rigaud  visited  Sussex,  during  which  tour  he  ad- 
dressed twenty-six  meetings,  at  which  about  3,300  persons  were  present,  nine-tenths  of 
whom  were  of  the  labouring-classes.  Sixteen  petitions  in  favour  of  a  legalized  system  of 
arbitration  as  a  substitute  for  war  were  adopted  during  this  journey.  During  the  winter 
Mr.  Rigaud  attended  several  meetings  in  Essex,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  London  ;  and 
was  further  engaged  in  assisting  the  general  business  of  the  Society,  and  in  preparing  and 
superintending  the  printing  of  French  tracts.  About  the  end  of  February  he  again 
departed  for  Paris,  where  9,000  general  tracts,  and  4,000  copies  of  the  Letter  to  Minis- 
ters have  been  printed  under  his  superintendence,  and  put  into  circulation  ;  advantage 
having  been  taken  of  the  cheap  postage,  to  address  them  to  Members  of  the  Chambers 
of  Peers  and  of  Deputies  ;  to  foreign  Ambassadors,  Ministers,  Consuls,  and  Vice-Con- 
suls ;  to  Prefects  and  Sub-Prefects  of  departments;  to  the  principal  Bankers;  to 
Members  of  the  Christian  Morals  Society,  and  the  Historical  Society  of  France  ;  to 
Ministers  of  religion  of  various  denominations,  both  Roman  Catholic  and  Protestant ;  to 
the  Superiors,  Directors,  and  Professors  of  Universities,  Colleges,  and  Ecclesiastical 
Seminaries  ;  to  about  200  friends  and  correspondents  in  different  parts  of  the  empire; 
besides  depositing  them  in  various  Reading-rooms,  &c.  Mr.  Rigaud  was  present  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Christian  Morals  Society,  on  the  20th  of  April,  and  had  the 
opportunity  of  advocating  our  principles  in  the  hearing  of  those  who  were  assembled. 
The  Committee  rejoice  that  it  has  been  in  their  power  to  do  even  this  upon  the  Conti- 
nent ;  where  scarcely  any  help  can  in  any  way  ]be  as  yet  obtained,  the  Committees  which 
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have  been  formed  having  proved  altogether  inactive.  It  is  expected  that  Mr.  Rigaud 
■will  visit  Belgium  before  his  return. — In  pursuing  their  inquiries  for  an  additional  Agent 
and  Lecturer,  the  Committee  were  directed  in  July  last  to  Mr.  William  Stokes,  who 
had  been  long  known  to  be  well  acquainted  with  peace  principles,  and  prepared  to  enter 
into  the  plans  and  efforts  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Stokes  entered  upon  his  work  in  the  month 
of  November,  and  has  successively  made  the  tours  of  Lincolnshire,  Hampshire,  and  the 
East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  with  some  towns  in  the  North  Riding,  and  in  Durham  ; 
besides  visiting  several  places  in  Staffordshire,  and  rendering  assistance  in  Birmingham. 
In  this  way  he  has  addressed  nearly  150  meetings,  and  has  been  everywhere  received 
with  great  cordiality.  Several  Auxiliary  Societies  have  been  formed,  and  others  reorga- 
nized by  his  instrumentality  ;  and  our  friends  have  borne  the  most  satisfactory  testimony 
to  his  services.  On  each  of  his  journeys  Mr.  Stokes  obtained  the  adoption  of  a  large 
number  of  Petitions,  some  for  Arbitration,  and  others  against  the  Enrolment  of  the 
Militia. — The  Committee  have  also  engaged  the  partial  and  occasional  services  of  Mr. 
Robert  Gamble,  of  Berkhamstead,  who,  since  the  commencement  of  the  present  year, 
has  held  a  considerable  number  of  meetings  in  places  within  a  few  miles  of  his  residence. 
His  labours  have  also  met  with  acceptance. — In  addition  to  the  labours  of  the  agents, 
about  120  lectures  have  been  delivered,  or  meetings  held,  by  the  Secretary,  and  others 
who  have  kindly  rendered  occasional  help  in  this  department  of  labour. 

The  proposal  of  the  Government  to  reorganize  the  Militia  force  of  Great  Britain, 
which  became  publicly  known  at  the  close  of  December  last,  was  immediately  brought 
under  the  notice  of  the  Committee.  They  could  not  but  look  at  this  proposal  as  de- 
manding their  most  serious  attention.  It  presented  upon  the  very  face  of  it  an  attempt 
to  extend  the  Military  system,  which  they  knew  would  be  regarded  by  all  the  friends  of 
peace  with  the  most  unfeigned  dissatisfaction,  not  to  say  alarm ;  whilst  it  evidently 
furnished  an  occasion  for  testing  the  practical  importance  of  the  Society,  as  well  as  the 
principles  of  its  adherents,  such  as  had  never  before  arisen.  The  attention  of  all  those 
who  had  been  accustomed  to  deride  the  Society  as  seeking  to  propound  an  impracticable 
theory,  was  sure  to  be  turned  to  it  at  this  crisis,  to  see  how  it  would  act,  so  as  to  save  its 
own  professions  on  the  one  hand,  and  confine  its  action  within  the  boundaries  of  legal 
restrictions  on  the  other.  Besides  which,  it  would  prove  the  occasion  of  trying  how  far 
its  professed  adherents  are  prepared  to  act  out  their  avowed  principles,  and  to  suffer 
rather  than  sin.  If  it  be  wrong  to  serve  in  the  army,  it  is  equally  wrong  to  serve  by 
substitute,  as  in  one's  own  person.  Distraint  of  goods  would  be  the  effect  of  a  refusal 
to  serve ;  and  in  the  absence  of  available  effects,  the  forcible  delivery  of  the  person  into 
the  hands  of  the  militia  officers,  to  be  "compelled  to  serve."  The  Militia  system, 
carried  out  as  proposed,  would  besides  inflict  more  serious  injuries  upon  the  orderly, 
moral,  and  religious  habits  of  the  country,  than  any  other  conceivable  form  of  military 
service ;  and  would  do  more  than  any  other  to  retard  the  general  improvement  of  the 
people,  and  hinder  the  prosperity  of  trade,  and  the  freedom  of  commerce  ;  to  say  nothing 
of  the  advance  of  enlightened  legislation  and  universal  brotherhood  ;  or  of  the  danger 
with  which  it  is  fraught,  both  to  the  liberty  and  peace  of  the  community.  The  Com- 
mittee could  not  therefore  but  regard  this  proposal  as  bringing  a  kind  of  crisis  upon  the 
peace-movement  in  this  country,  and  were  deeply  anxious  to  meet  it  aright.  After 
several  meetings,  and  extensive  correspondence  with  their  friends  in  the  country,  they 
forwarded,  on  the  7th  of  January,  a  Memorial  to  Her  Majesty's  Government,  recording 
their  protest  against  the  war- system  altogether,  and  praying  that  no  reorganization  of  the 
Militia  force  might  be  attempted.  At  the  same  time  they  prepared,  and  in  a  few  days 
forwarded  a  letter  to  the  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  calling  their  attention  to 
the  subject,  whilst  they  took  immediate  steps  to  awaken  the  country  at  large  to  the 
necessity  of  decided  and  vigorous  action  against  the  measure,  by  holding  public  meet- 
ings and  adopting  petitions  to  the  Legislature.  A  Special  General  Meeting  of  the 
members  and  friends  of  the  Society  was  held  in  Finsbury  Chapel,  on  the  27th  of  Jan., 
which  was  numerously  attended  ;  and  a  petition,  which  subsequently  obtained  upwards 
of  5,000  signatures,  was  enthusiastically  adopted.  Large  meetings  were  held  in  almost 
every  large  town  in  the  kingdom,  and  many  in  smaller  places.  Nearly  200  petitions, 
or  perhaps  more,  are  believed  to  have  been  presented  on  this  occasion,  some  of  them 
signed  by  many  thousands  of  persons.  The  latest  information  which  has  been  given 
respecting  the  intentions  of  Government  is  too  vague  and  too  general  to  be  made  the 
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basis  of  any  distinct  plan  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  Committee ;  but  they  stand  pre- 
pared to  oppose  to  the  utmost  the  introduction  of  any  and  every  measure  for  the  reor- 
ganization of  the  Militia.  They  will  give  the  earliest  possible  information  to  their  friends 
as  to  the  mode  of  action  which  they  deem  most  suitable,  and  have  no  doubt  but  that  any 
new  measure,  whatever  may  be  its  precise  character,  will  be  met  by  a  temperate  yet 
firm  and  decided  opposition.  A  great  point  will  have  been  gained,  if  only  the  compulsory 
character  of  the  service  should  be  removed  ;  but  the  Committee  are  not  without  hope 
that  by  a  timely,  united,  and  firm  expression  of  public  opinion  against  it,  the  whole 
measure  may  be  set  aside.  Nothing  has  given  the  Committee  more  pleasure  than  the 
hearty  response  with  which  the  condemnation  of  all  war  has  been  met,  in  the  large  and 
enthusiastic  assemblies  which  this  Anti-Militia  movement  has  brought  together. 

Besides  the  Petitions  against  the  Enrolment  of  the  Militia,  about  150  petitions  for 
an  Arbitration  Treaty  have  been  forwarded  to  Parliament  during  the  present  Session  ; 
a  subject  in  which  the  people  are  beginning  to  express  a  lively  interest,  and  the  import- 
ance of  which  has  been  strongly  evinced  during  the  negotiations  respecting  Oregon.  On 
the  Oregon  question,  the  Committee  presented  a  full  Memorial  to  the  Government  in 
December  last.  About  the  same  time  they  addressed  also  a  Memorial  to  His  Majesty 
the  King  of  the  French,  praying  him  to  put  an  end  to  the  cruel  warfare  carried  on  in 
Algeria.  More  recently  the  Committee  have  forwarded  a  Petition  to  the  House  of 
Commons,  against  the  increase  of  the  Naval  and  Military  establishments  of  the  empire; 
and  one  to  the  House  of  Lords,  praying  for  the  exemption  of  all  societies  which  derive 
their  support  from  voluntary  contributions  from  the  powers  of  Commissioners  proposed 
to  be  created  by  an  "Act  for  securing  the  due  Administration  of  Charitable  Trusts  in 
England  and  Wales." 

In  the  Principality  of  Wales,  the  subject  of  national  Peace  is  exciting  some  attention. 
The  Committee  have  secured  the  insertion  of  a  monthly  article  on  the  subject,  in  two  of 
the  most  widely  circulated  religious  periodicals  ;  and  these  have  been  copied  from  time 
to  time  into  others. 

Some  efforts  have  been  made  to  obtain  the  insertion  of  articles  of  information  and 
general  interest  in  the  Newspapers  and  Periodicals,  both  in  town  and  country. 
These  efforts  have  been  in  some  degree  successful.  The  pacific  tone  which  has  appeared 
in  the  original  and  editorial  articles  of  many  of  this  class  of  publications  has  been  deci- 
dedly encouraging  ;  and  some  have  rendered  seasonable  and  valuable  aid ;  though  few  of 
them  have  as  yet  pleaded  for  peace  upon  the  high  ground  of  Christian  principle ;  and 
others,  we  regret  to  say,  have  rather  fostered  the  warlike  spirit  which  recent  public  events 
have  again  engendered. 

The  Committee  have  observed  with  satisfaction  the  increasing  conviction  of  the  public 
mind  against  Duelling,  and  Capital  Punishments.  They  hail  the  formation  of  a 
Society  for  the  abolition  of  the  latter,  as  an  omen  of  great  good  ;  since  if  it  be  wrong  to 
take  away  a  single  life  by  judicial  process,  it  surely  must  be  wrong  for  Governments  to 
sanction  the  indiscriminate  and  wholesale  sacrifice  of  life  in  war,  where  the  idea  of  com- 
pensatory justice  is  as  absurd  as  the  administration  of  it  is  impossible. 

The  Committee  have  again  to  record  the  gratification  which  they  have  had  in  hearing 
of  the  disinterested  and  voluntary  labours  of  ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  other  persons, 
in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  in  delivering  lectures,  &c.,  on  the  pacific  doctrines  of 
Christianity  ;  as  well  as  of  the  frequent  declaration  of  our  principles  by  the  talented 
orators,  whose  energies  are  chiefly  devoted  to  the  advocacy  of  other  objects.  Upwards 
of  170  ministers  of  religion  of  various  denominations,  in  town  and  country,  have  agreed 
to  preach  on  the  subject  in  the  evening  of  the  24th  instant. 

One  interesting  feature  of  the  Peace  movement  during  the  past  year  has  been  found 
in  the  number  of  International  Addresses  which  have  passed  between  this  country 
and  America.  This  particular  mode  of  action  originated  with  a  few  individuals  in  Man- 
chester ;  it  had  for  its  object  the  strengthening  of  kind  and  friendly  feelings  in  the  inha- 
bitants of  both  countries  towards  each  other,  and  thus  counteracting  the  spirit  of  war 
which  appeared  to  be  rising  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic.  These  Addresses  to  corre- 
sponding classes  of  individuals,  as  well  as  to  the  citizens  of  towns  bearing  the  same 
names  with  those  from  which  they  emanated,  have  been  cordially  responded  to  in  the 
United  States ;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  the  influence  of  them  in  both  countries 
has  been  decidedly  advantageous.     The  Committee  have  had  no  official  connection  with 
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this  special  effort;  but  they  have  rejoiced  to  render  it  individual  help,  and  cannot  do 
otherwise  than  express  the  cordial  satisfaction  with  which  they  have  regarded  it. 

In  America,  the  friends  of  Peace  have  acted  vigorously  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
general  object,  and  have  taken  such  measures  on  the  Oregon  question  as  their  know- 
ledge of  political  parties  and  interests  amongst  the  American  people  suggested  to  be 
most  suitable.  The  powerful  and  eloquent  oration  delivered  by  Charles  Sumner,  Esq., 
at  Boston,  on  the  4lh  of  July  last,  the  day  of  the  commemoration  of  American  Inde- 
pendence, produced  a  deep  and  lasting  impression  in  favour  of  pacific  principles ;  and 
the  labours  of  Elihu  Burritt,  through  the  medium  of  the  press,  have  been  most  abun- 
dant and  influential.  Numerous  meetings  have  been  held  ;  additional  Societies  have 
been  formed  ;  and  the  cause  must  be  regarded  as  having  made  considerable  progress 
during  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  the  warlike  tone  of  some  whose  position  has  given 
to  their  speeches  a  degree  of  importance  in  this  country  greatly  beyond  what  appears  to 
ha\e  been  felt  to  belong  to  them  there. 

On  the  subject  of  Funds,  the  Committee  will  not  dwell  at  any  length.  The  liberality 
with  which  their  friends  responded  to  their  appeal  in  January  last,  when  the  resources 
of  the  Society  were  entirely  exhausted,  when  its  liabilities  amounted  to  between  £300 
and  j£400,  and  its  extended  operations  demanded  an  immediate  and  large  supply,  proved 
peculiarly  encouraging  to  the  Committee.  It  can  scarcely  be  expected,  and  ought  not  to  be 
desired  by  any  friend  to  the  cause  of  peace,  that  its  expenditure  should  be  less  during 
the  coming  year  than  it  has  been  during  that  which  has  just  closed.  Although  there- 
fore the  balance-sheet  may  show  an  amount  in  hand  at  the  present  time,  it  is  important 
that  our  friends  should  distinctly  understand  that  the  permanent  income  of  the  Society 
is  not  increased  by  the  recent  special  eflbrt ;  and  it  is  for  them  to  decide  whether  by  the 
increase  of  their  annual  subscriptions  they  will  place  the  operations  of  the  Society  on  the 
more  certain  and  satisfactory  basis  of  a  regular  income,  or  still  leave  them  dependent 
upon  the  results  of  occasional  and  special  appeals.  The  Committee  think  that  the  Sub- 
scribers to  the  Agency  Fund  might,  by  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  some  of  those  who 
contribute  to  it,  be  extended  to  the  number  originally  proposed.  The  Committee  are 
willing  however  to  leave  the  whole  matter  in  the  hands  of  their  friends.  They  hope 
to  be  found  faithful  to  their  trust ;  and  whilst  they  use  v^ith  all  due  regard  to  economy 
the  funds  entrusted  to  them,  they  will  endeavour  to  meet  the  opportunities  of  usefulness 
which  arise  with  the  necessary  promptitude  and  decision,  and  confide  in  the  warm- 
hearted sympathy  of  their  friends  to  furnish  the  means  which  are  necessary  for  carrying 
forward  the  rising  cause  of  Permanent  and  Universal  Peace.  To  them  they  again  com- 
mend it,  and  to  the  blessing  of  Him  who  "  maketh  wars  to  cease  unto  the  ends  of  the 
earth."

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T.  The  Society  shall  be  designated,  "  The  Society  for  the  Promotion  of 
Permanent  and  Universal  Peace." 

II.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  print  and  circulate  Tracts,  and  to 
diffuse  information  tending  to  show  that  War  is  inconsistent  with  the  spirit 
of  Christianity,  and  the  true  interests  of  mankind  ;  and  to  point  out  the  means 
best  calculated  to  maintain  permanent  and  universal  Peace,  upon  the  basis  of 
Christian  principles. 

III.  These  objects  shall  not  be  limited  by  local  attachments,  nor  circum- 
scribed by  geographical  boundaries,  but  shall  extend  to  the  whole  human 
race. 

IV.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  persons  of  every  denomination  who  are 
desirous  of  uniting  in  the  promotion  of  Peace  on  earth,  and  good-will  to- 
wards men. 

V.  Every  Annual  Subscriber  of  \0s.  Qd.  or  upwards,  and  every  Donor  of 
£5  55.,  shall  be  a  Member  of  the  Society. 

VI.  Members  and  Auxiliary  Societies  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  within 
the  year,  half  the  amount  of  their  subscriptions  in  Tracts,  at  the  average  cost 
price,  and  shall  be  allowed  to  purchase  to  any  amount,  in  quantities  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred,  at  the  same  rate.  Donors  of  £5  55.  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  Annual  Subscribers  of  IO5.  Qd. ;  and  those  of  a  larger  sum  in  the 
same  proportion. 

VII.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Committee  of 
not  more  than  thirty-six  Members,  who  shall  meet  once  in  every  month,  or 
oftener,  if  necessary.  They  shall  have  the  power  of  filling  vacancies,  of  ap- 
pointing all  the  officers  of  the  Society,  except  the  Treasurer,  and  of  calling 
special  general  meetings. 

VIII.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  Member  of  the  Committee,  whose 
principles  on  the  subject  of  "War  are  not  in  strict  accordance  with  those  on 
which  the  Society  is  founded. 

IX.  A  General  Meeting  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Committee  shall  appoint,  to  receive  their  Report,  to  elect  a  Treasurer, 
and  to  attend  to  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  it. 

X.  The  Treasurer,  and  other  gratuitous  officers,  shall  be  considered  as 
members  of  the  Committee.
